Yankee Ingenuity is Alive in Connecticut

Ss far back as the mid-1800s, Connecticut's capital 
city was known as a hub of ingenuity. The prolif- 
eration of Sewing machines, tools, revolvers, bicy- 
cles, electric cars, typewriters, pay phones, 
answering machines — were all a result of Hartford native, 
Samuel Colt. His perfection of the precision manufacturing 
process enabled mass production by adapting these tech- 
niques to a multitude of industries. Hartford was at the cen- 
ter of the technology revolution. At the same time, there was 
the rise of the insurance trade with firms such as Aetna, 
Travelers and The Hartford establishing headquarters in the 
city, earning the nickname of the “insurance capital of the 
world”. Although much of the manufacturing is gone, it has 
been replaced by 21st century innovation and those entities 
that cultivate entrepreneurial growth. 





Leveraging Assets, Investments and 
Partnerships: Building on a Solid 
Foundation 


New Britain-based Stanley Black G Decker expanded its for- 
midable footprint in Connecticut with the ribbon-cutting on a 
23,000 square-foot Advanced Manufacturing Center of 
Excellence called “Manufactory 4.0”. Located downtown, the 
new state-of-the-art facility serves as an adaptation nucleus for 





the local region and the company’s Industry 4.0 “smart factory” 
initiative. STANLEY +Techstar is bringing field experts together 
and startups to the city, with the objective of accelerating the 
company’s advance manufacturing technologies and developing 
programs to prepare its workforce for the imminent digital man- 
ufacturing landscape. Work centers on the areas of Connected 
Factory, Flexible Automation and Advanced Analytics as well as 
“upskilling and “reskilling” the current and prospective work- 
force drawn from some the best schools in the country. This new 
venture builds on the state’s strong manufacturing legacy and 
the one started by Fredrick T. Stanley over 175 years ago as co- 
founder of Bolt Manufactory in 1843. 

Creative solutions that cultivate new ideas and technologies 
for market retention and growth are an essential component of 
the strategy to augment the substantial insurance, medical and 
aerospace roots of the city and region. The quasi-public state 
agency, Connecticut Innovations, its subsidiary, CT Next and 
local educational institutions serve as financial and resource 
investors in a unique networking ecosystem. Models such as the 
InsurTech Hub utilizes a two-pronged approach where a corpo- 
rate “accelerator” partners with technology-focused startups to 
develop information systems that improve data mining while 
innovation entities collaborate to pilot new industry product con- 





cepts. The affiliation results in the emergence of ancillary busi- 
nesses that support the larger corporate sectors in design 
research, product creation, talent development and market 
development and expansion. 

Trinity College’s Constitution Plaza space is home to and co- 
founder of Startupbootcamp’s MedTech Accelerator in partner- 
ship with the University of Connecticut School of Business. The 
initiative receives financial support from Hartford Healthcare, 
Trinity and CT Next. Next Generation Technology & Talent in 
Aerospace and Advanced Manufacturing is a CT Next program 
designed to increase access to industry research and develop- 
ment resources while strengthening the talent pipeline. Focus is 
on the use of technology to improve efficiencies and accuracy, 
decrease costs and retain a competitive position, increase

market share and raise awareness of 
career opportunities available in the 
local aerospace supply chain for local 
high school students. Global companies 
such as Infosys, also with a downtown 
Hartford headquarters, are partners in 
the effort to train talent in the digital 
infrastructure. 

Besides these industry-specific acceler- 
ators, other entities have seen the poten- 
tial in the city as a place for new ideas and 
business opportunities. Upward Hartford 
has been helping the ventures of aspiring 
entrepreneurs take flight by providing a 
collaborative environment to develop and 
fine tune new business concepts. This 
unique enterprise incubator provides

he Southside Institutions 
Neighborhood Alliance 
(SINA) is a partnership 
between Connecticut's 
Children's Medical Center, Hartford 
Hospital, and Trinity College. SINA 
works to improve economic vitality, pub- 
lic safety and quality of life for people 
who live and work in South Central 
Hartford. One of the chief ways SINA 
accomplishes this is by building beauti- 
ful, energy-efficient houses and offering 
programs to help people buy them. 
Several SINA homes will be available 


soon, including some older buildings that 
were updated while retaining the charm- 


ing architecture of past centuries. Other 
houses are new construction consistent 
in design and scale with the neighbor- 
hood.

The complicated process of rehabbing 
buildings that are on the National 
Register of Historic Places is managed by 
Dean Iaiennaro, SINA‘s Director of Real 
Estate Development. He deals with chal- 
lenges like adding insulation and remov- 
ing lead, while retaining plaster, trim and 
details that make these homes special. 

Delene Falcon is a veteran with a 
degree in psychology. When she was 
expecting her first child, she bought a 
Wolcott Street home built by SINA. 
Delene loves the quality of her home, 
saying “no expense was spared, no detail 
left out, in creating a beautiful home for 
a family to make a beautiful life.” 


The three SINA partner institutions 
offer a Homeownership Incentive Pro- 
gram to provide financial assistance for 
their employees who want to buy in the 
neighborhood. SINA also helps first time 
home owners, who are referred to class- 
es on repairing personal credit, creating 
budgets and applying for a mortgage. 

SINA‘s institutional partners, their 
employees and other neighbors value the 
convenience of walking to jobs, buses, 
stores and restaurants from beautiful 
new homes. SINA is currently building 
homes on Bond, Catherine, Jefferson, 
and Madison Streets with six new homes 
built on Wolcott Street and Brownell 
Avenue, For information about available 
houses, contact SINA at 860-493-1618.

Riverfront Recap- 
ture’s four parks and Riverwalk trail system cover 148 acres 
along 3.5 miles along the Connecticut River. They feature trails 
for walking, running and biking, picnic areas, playgrounds, foot- 
ball and softball fields, a cricket pitch, volleyball courts, boat 
launches, prime spots for fishing and bird-watching, sculptures, 
murals, the Lincoln Sculpture Walk, and so much more.

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A New Community 
Has Developed in 
Coltsville...Stop By! 


Samuel Colt is credited with introduc- 
ing some of the key elements of modern 
industry to the Connecticut River Valley, 
the nation, and the world. He and his 
wife, Elizabeth Jarvis Colt, were the ham- 
mer and anvil that forged the modern fac- 
tory system and changed society in the 
process. The genius of Samuel and the 
philanthropic activities of Elizabeth were 
key in creating the city we know today. 

Today, with many cities such as 
Hartford bereft of the manufacturing base 
that once fueled an economy that benefit- 
ted many, we see the rise of Coltsville as a 
new major player in the city that has 
spurred “A Steady Revival,” according to 
the Hartford Courant. 


A $120 million redevelopment has 
brought the Colt factory back to life asa 
new hub of education, commerce, and 
residence, under the leadership of Larry 
Dooley of CG Management. Of course, it 
has taken a lot of financial support from the 
project's major investors: Chevron, United 
Bank, and CRDA. 

Manufacturing is back; offices are 
back; an architectural firm has moved in; 
and schools occupy significant space. All 
129 apartments are occupied, 48 addi- 
tional units will come online in 2020 and 
a National Park is in the process of being 
created. 

With the development of the last major 
piece of the Colt Complex, the North 
Armory with its iconic blue onion dome, 
now underway, the old factory’s transfor- 
mation will be complete. Coltsville serves 
as a source of pride for not only the city of 
Hartford but the state of Connecticut as 
well.

Hartford’s long and continuing 
role as a mecca of diversity has 
given the city an international 

flavor. 


Franklin Avenue in Hartford’s South End, once the center of 
the region's Italian-American community, has gone global. It still 
boasts some of the state’s best Italian restaurants, such as 
Carbones Ristorante and Ficara’s, and bakeries, including 
Mozzicato-DePasquale Pastry and Modern Pastry, but they have 
been joined by several Peruvian restaurants, including Piolin, 
Goal International and The Rocking Chicken. On Wethersfield 
Avenue, just one block east of “The Avenue,” is Baltyk Deli, 
which specializes in numerous Polish foods, including more vari- 
eties of kielbasa than most people even know exist. 

Downtown Hartford is equally eclectic in its wide range of 
choices for dining. From Agave Mexican Grill to Black-Eyed 
Sally's Sothern Kitchen G Bar and El Pollo Guapo, the world is 
waiting for you. Go Irish at Vaughan's Public House, Italian at 
Peppercorns, Polish at the Polish National Home, Southeast 
Asian at Fengs Chophouse, or Middle Eastern at Aladdin Halal 
Restaurant. 

Downtown also has numerous restaurants on the cutting 
edge of culinary innovation, such as Max Downtown, Trumbull 
Kitchen and Salute. 

As Puerto Ricans and West Indians comprise a major part of 
Hartford’s population, it is no surprise that the city contains 
restaurants, clubs and bakeries reflecting a Caribbean flare. Jerk 
chicken, curried goat, fried plantains and other West Indian 
favorites can be found at Sunsplash, Dunn’s River Restaurant 
and several other eateries, while the famous Jamaican beef pat- 
ties from Scott’s Bakery have become a Hartford favorite. Aqui 
Me Quedo Restaurant on Albany Avenue and Park Street and 
Comerio Restaurant on Park Street are just two of the many 
Hartford restaurants serving up Puerto Rican favorites like Arroz 
Con Pollo (rice with chicken) and Chuleta en Salsa (pork chops in 
sauce). 

This culinary richness doesn’t end at the city limits, of course. 
West Hartford Center rivals Downtown Hartford with some of the 
state’s top dining spots: Max’s Oyster Bar, Luna Pizza, Restaurant 
Bricco, and The Elbow Room. 

Many more distinctive restaurants are scattered across town 
from Koma Japanese Steak House and the Blue Plate Kitchen at 
Bishops Corner to the Corner Pug and Frank Pepe Pizzeria 
Napoletana on New Britain Avenue. 


Most Greater Hartford towns seem to have at least one or two 
restaurants that have become town institutions. Augie & Rays 
on Main Street in East Hartford is a prime example. Fried fish, 
burgers, fries and milkshakes are the restaurant’s mainstays but 
the menu includes such charming choices as the [Congressman] 
John Larson Breakfast Special, the Mark Schein Burger and the 
Big Mike Burger, named after prominent members of the com- 
munity. 

No matter where you go, there is somehing to satisfy every 
taste bud.

artford parks and open spaces serve as valuable ameni- 
H ties to the city’s residential neighborhoods, regional visi- 

tors, and tourists from abroad. The parks’ multifaceted 
benefits include a range of recreational fields for organized sports, 
scenic pathways for bicyclists and pedestrians, swimming pools, 
boat launches, equestrian trails, golf courses, playscapes for chil- 
dren, gardening, and other healthy opportunities for social inter- 
action. 

Hartford has 35 parks and approximately 1,513 acres of 
open space within the city limits and an additional 717 acres 
in the Greater Hartford area. Hartford's facilities range from 
large parks such as the Bushnell, Pope, Keney, Colt and 
Goodwin to small neighborhood parks and open spaces such 
as Campfield Green and Franklin Square Park. 

Hartford Parks system is of great historic significance to 
the evolution of American public parks. Pioneering landscape 
architect Frederick Law Olmstead was a native of the city and 
his firm played a key role in planning Hartford’s park system. 
Six of Hartford's parks are on the National Register of 
Historic Places, including Bushnell Park, Keney Park, Colt 
Park, Elizabeth Park, Sigourney Park, and Charter Oak 
Landing. Hartford is blessed with the nation’s first publicly- 
funded municipal park, Bushnell Park (1854), as well as 
America’s first municipal rose garden in Elizabeth Park. 


Major Hartford Parks 


¢ Keney Park (1896) is one of the largest public parks in New 
England with 693-acres. The park’s natural look was 
designed as a series of typical regional landscapes, includ- 
ing meadows and forests. The 18-hole Keney Park Golf 
Course was designed by Devereux Emmet and recently ren- 
ovated. 


¢ Goodwin Park (1895) is similar to Keney in many ways and 
also features the natural look favored by the Olmsteads. 
The park includes 9-hole and 18-hole golf courses, a driving 
range, tennis courts Swimming pool and play area. 
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¢ Pope Park (1895) was donated to the city by industrialist 
Colonel Albert Pope for his employees and city residents to 
enjoy games, walking and out-door activities. It was 
designed by the Olmsted Brothers Landscape Architects in 
1898. The Park has athletic fields, a recreation center, pond, 
among other features. 


e Elizabeth Park (1897) lies on both sides of the Hartford- 
West Hartford town line. In addition to its world-famous 
Rose Garden, it also contains sports fields, greenhouses, a

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¢ Colt Park (1905) was established from the former 
Armsmear Estate of Samuel and Elizabeth Colt and gifted to 
Hartford. The park includes facilities for baseball, softball, 
soccer, football and a swimming pool. 


¢ Bushnell Park (1854) is located in downtown. It features a 
historic carousel and numerous monuments and hosts 
many major events, including the Greater Hartford Festival 
of Jazz.

reater Hartford has a strong appeal as a location for 
competitive sports events. This means big business 
for Connecticut’s hospitality industry and for tourists 
and residents seeking exciting entertainment. 
Hartford lies midway between New York City and Boston, 
offering easy access from car, bus, train or air. “Over 23.5 million 
people live within a 22-hour drive of Hartford — a major selling 
point for sports promoters, athletes, team officials and specta- 
tors,” explains Bob Murdock, President of the Connecticut 
Convention G& Sports Bureau. 





New and recently renovated sports facilities and professional 
teams help the city stand out from other destinations it competes 
against for sports business. The 2017 opening of Dunkin’ Donuts 
Park, home of baseball's Hartford Yard Goats, has been a grand 
slam for Greater Hartford.

Convention Center, 2019 NCAA Men’s D1 Basketball First & 
Second Rounds at the XL Center and NCAA D1 Men's Lacrosse 
Quarter Finals at Pratt G Whitney Stadium at Rentschler Field, 
and this summer’s PGA of America’s Junior Championships in 
Keney Park all shined a national spotlight on our region. 

Scholastic fan favorites include University of Connecticut 
football and ice hockey, and an array of NCAA athletic competi- 
tions at Trinity College, the University of Hartford, and the 
University of Saint Joseph.

Greater Hartford’s hospitality industry — hotels, restaurants, 
attractions, retail and area businesses — work together to ensure 
that the experience is a positive one for teams, officials, and 
fans.

The Long Walk: Designed by 
English architect William Burges 
and Hartford based architect 
Francis Hatch Kimball in 1874, 
the Long Walk offers a step back 
in time to the 19th century. Begin 
by strolling from Summit Street 
through the Fuller Arch at 
Northam Towers into the center 
of campus. Once inside, you have 


a prominent view of the High 
Victorian Collegiate Gothic archi- 
tecture and bold, brownstone 
buildings overlook the Main 
Quad. 

DON'T MISS: On the main 
quad, with Hartford's city skyline 
as backdrop, stop to admire the 
two 1859 Civil War cannons that 
were used on the battleship the 
USS Hartford. 


Cinestudio: Founded in 1970 
by Trinity students, Cinestudio is 
a recreation of a 1930's film 
house. The aesthetics take you 
back in time to a classic movie 
palace complete with a golden 
curtain. Cinephiles will find 
everything from blockbuster hits 
to foreign films. When to visit: In 
May, the Trinity Film Festival 
brings undergraduate college 
students from around the U.S. to 
Cinestudio to screen their origi- 
nal films. 

The Trinity College Chapel: 
Built in 1930s by architect Philip 
H. Frohman, also designer of the 
National Cathedral in Washing- 
ton, D.C. - the Chapel features 


exquisite hand-carved pew ends, 
Romanesque style lamps and 
light-filled, stained glass win- 
dows. 

CAPTURE THIS: Visitors often 
photograph the Chapel tower, 
which features a 49-bell carillon, 
but a hidden gem is the cloister, 
south of the Chapel. Embedded in 
its masonry are stones of historic 
value, including one from the 
Great Wall of China.

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Capital Community College Retains Top 
20 National Ranking For Adult Learners 


apital Community College (CCC) 

has retained its national ranking for 

two-year colleges that serve adult 
learners well, according to the Washington 
Monthly’s 2019 College Rankings in the 
September/October edition. 

CCC ranked #21 in the latest survey 
and is among five community colleges in 
New England to make the top 25 for effec- 
tiveness in serving older students (25 and 
older). 

“This year’s list of best-ranked colleges 
for adult learners taps national data to 
identify schools that make it easier for stu- 
dents to transfer, offer flexibility in their 
scheduling, provide services outside of 
banking hours, and make it possible for 
part-time students to succeed after they 
graduate,” writes Rebecca Klein-Collins, 
an associate vice president of research and 
policy development at the Council for Adult 
and Experiential Learning. 

The Washington Monthly, a nonprofit 
bimonthly published in the nation’s capital, 
assessed 978 two-year colleges using fed- 
eral education data from the Integrated 
Postsecondary Education Data System 
(IPEDS) and other measures. Eight metrics 
were used in the rankings. “Across the 
board,” notes Klein-Collins, “these schools 
(community colleges) make it easy for any- 





one to enroll, but the best ones for adults 
offer flexible scheduling and a range of 
career-focused options.” 

Also ranked in the top 25 in New 
England are North Shore Community 
College (13), Mount Wachusett Com- 
munity College (16), Masschusetts Bay 
Community College (19) in Massachusetts 
and Naugatuck Valley Community College 
(25) in Connecticut. 

CCC offers 36 associate degree and 24 
certificate programs on site and online 
through six academic departments: 
Business and Technology; Health Careers 


and Public Safety; Humanities; Nursing; 
Science and Mathematics; and Social and 
Behavioral Sciences. While the largest pro- 
grams are in Business and Health Careers, 
each program is closely aligned with the 
demands of the workforce. As a result, 
CCC has recently added new programs in 
Biotechnology and Cybersecurity in 
response to the development of the region- 
al economy. The College has an expansive 
articulation network with longstanding 
agreements with private and public insti- 
tutions in the region’s higher education 
consortium. Eighty percent of students 
attend part-time (2018) and the average 
age of students is 29. 

Like other publications Washington 
Monthly also ranks four year national uni- 
versities and liberal arts colleges. It is the 
only national publication that ranks institu- 
tional effectiveness of two-year schools 
where so many working adults enroll. 
“Traditional college rankings are not very 
helpful for these students,” according to 
the Washington Monthly's _ report. 
“Working adults generally don’t care 
about average ACT scores or donation 
rates of alumni. They need information 
about what a college or university will do 
to make it easy for them to enroll, succeed 
and finish their degrees.”

group. Although its population has 
decreased since reaching a peak of 
approximately 164,000 in the early 
1960s, Hartford remains the region’s 
largest city and its cultural and employ- 
ment center. Hartford was founded in 
1636 by Reverend Thomas Hooker, whose 
sermon on liberty became the basis for 
Connecticut’s Fundamental Orders, adopt- 
ed in 1639 and _ considered by some to be 
the first written Constitution in the 
Western tradition. For its first 200 years, 
Hartford was a relatively minor river port 
and trading center. That all began to 
change when Samuel Colt decided to 
build a factory in his hometown to manu- 
facture his increasingly popular Colt 
revolver. The Colt Armory was soon the 
largest privately-owned factory in the 
world and its distinctive blue-onion dome 
topped by a golden statue of a colt 
remains one of Hartford’s most distinctive 
landmarks. The Colt factory attracted 
some of the most talented inventors of 
America’s Industrial Revolution and 
Hartford was, for a time, the country’s 
“Silicon Valley.” It became an industrial 
powerhouse and continued to be so until 
after World War II. The city’s factories 
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attracted waves of immigrants from coun- 
tries around the globe, each of which has 
left its mark on the city. Nineteenth-cen- 
tury Hartford was also one of the most 
forward-thinking cities in America in

terms of culture. 

The Wadsworth Atheneum is the 
country’s oldest public art museum; 
Bushnell Park is the country’s first pub- 
licly-funded park; the American School 
for the Deaf (now located in West 
Hartford) was the world’s first school 
specifically designed for the hearing 
impaired; and the Bulkeley Bridge is 
one of the world’s largest stone arch 


bridges. The city’s prominence as a 
publishing center attracted Mark 
Twain, who moved in next door to 
Hartford native Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
author of Uncle Tom’s Cabin. Both 
homes have been restored and are 
among the city’s most prominent 
attractions (see pages 39-42). Just 
down the street from the Stowe House 
lived a little tomboy who would go on to 
become one of the greatest actresses 
Hollywood has ever produced, Katherine 
Hepburn, who is buried in Cedar Hill 
Cemetery, another of Hartford’s magnifi- 
cent attractions. Today, Hartford is a rich- 
ly diverse urban center. The city’s many 
festivals and events reflect its population 
composed of African-Americans, Puerto 
Ricans, Jamaicans, Brazilians, Italians, 
Bosnians, Peruvians, Indians, Guyanese, 
Mexicans, Burmese, Albanians, Chinese, 
Somalians, Polish and many other nation- 
alities and ethnicities.
